Morgan's light touring car crashed 
into the rear of a sedan owned by 
Loy Estes, which was parked in front 
of Estes’ home on the outskirts of 
Fairburn. It is thought Morgan tem- 
porarily lost control of his car when 
he took one hand from the steering 
wheel to light a cigarette. An un- 
lighted cigarette was found. near his 
body, and he still held a match in 
his. hand when Estés reached him. 

Elgin Collins and Estes also nar- 
rawly escaped injury. Esftés was re- 
pairing the engine when Morgan’s car 
rammed his machine. Collins had 
just stepped from the rear of Estes’ 
car, where he had been standing un- 
til a minute before the accident. He 
undoubtedly would have been crushed

“The tragic death of Mr. McKee 
has proved the straw that broke the 
camel’s back, so far as the police de- 
partment is concerned,” Chief Jett 
told The Constitution. “I am deter 
mined, that automobile killings shall 
cease, and to that end I shall bend 
every energy in the future. 

“I issued special instructions today 
to every member of the police depart- 
ment directing them to devote first 
consideration to making cases against 
all persons who are guilty of speed- 
ing or reckless driving, and every man 
will be held strictly accountable for 


negligence in this respect.

For a committee to present to con- 
gress the conference's attitude toward 
the Dyer anti-lynching bill (the pre- 
amble declared lynching to be agaiust 
democracy and the constitution). 


Ask Defeat of Beer Bills. 


For the defeat of the beer bills now 
before congress, the deportation of 
aliens twice convicted for probibition 
or narcotic law violations, a civil 
service status for prohibition officers 
and the creation of a federal enfurce 
ment bureau.

NEW FLORIDA LINES 

The heavy black line 
in the center marked 
“Seaboard Air Line 
railroad” indicates the 
new extension of that 
system from Coleman 
to West Palm Beach. 
Coleman is on the di- 
rect main line of the 
Seaboard System from 
St. Petersburg and 
Tampa to Jacksonville. 
This new north and south ex- 
tension becomes a part of the 
main line to Richmond, giving 
the Seaboard the shortest line 
east through Richmond. The 
Seaboard already has a line 
from Tampa to Peace Valle on 
the pew extension, with the 
exception of a few miles to be 
built from Valrico to Wel- 
come Junction.

Announcement was made during the

bonds were sold principally on the 
guarantee of the Seaboard Air Line 
Railway company, this speaks well 
for the credit of the Seaboard Air 
Line.” 

Immediate Construction. 

Mr. Warfield has been deeply in- 
terested in this development for some 
time, and was awaiting only the op- 
portune moment to start actual con- 
struction.

VIGILANCE IS ORDERED

Vigilance of police officers in check- 
ing traffic violations in Atlanta, which 
were declared to have brought about 
the most serious conditions in the 
history of the city, was emphatically 
ordered Saturday night at the meeting 
of the police committee. 

Edward H. Inman, chairman of;the 
committee, declared that the ost 
thorough and ‘systematic steps wold 
be taken to relieve conditions result- 
ing from the wave of utter disregard 
of the laws, which has left in its wake 

a path of crippled and mangled -pedes- 
erhai and autoists, and in many 
cases has caused death to some of 
the most substantial and valuable 
citizens of Atlanta. 

In an attack on methods employed 
by Captain M. V. Barnett, bead of 
the traffic department, in enforcement 
of the speed laws and reckless driving 
ordinances, the committee demanded 
that drastic steps be taken and that 
results be obtained immediately to 
relieve the existing situation. 


|“WILL LOSE OUR JOBS” 


IS WARNING OF INMAN. 

“Unless immediate relief is obtain- 
ed, some of us are going to lose our 
jobs,” Mr. Inman threatened. “The 
public demands relief and svoner or 
later will rise en masse and throw all 
of us out of office, and I wouldn't 
blame them for it,” Mr. Inman said. 

In reply to questions of the com- 
mittee, Captain Barnett attributed the 
wave of accidents to the right hand 
right-of-way at intersecting _ streets 
and quoted statistics in regard to the 
number of arrests made during this 
month. He declared that an average 
of 43 arrests had been made daily 
since the first of May for traffic viola- 
tions alone. 

The committee gave orders. that 
this number be doubled if necessary 
te bring about results “which the 
committee and the citizens of Atlanta 
iusist’ upon and actually demand.” 

Orders were given that Acting 
Chief’ Jett go before each watch of 
the police and issue orders and make 
talks along the lines of traffic en- 
forcement, especially in regard to 
speeders, reckless drivers and glaring 
headlights. Glaring headlights were 
covdemned as lhteing an outstanding 
menace to motorists “and pedestrians. 


SAY SPORADIC CRUSADES 
ARE OF LITTLE VALUE, 


Sporadic crusades against traffic 
violations have been staged from 
time to time, but these have ac- 
complished littie, it was said. They 
have resulted in a short period of 
vigilance followed by a sudden let- 
down, members asserted, and they 
urged that a continual and consistent 
war be waged to make Atlanta safe 
for automobilists and pedestrians. 

Captain Barnett, when asked 
whether or not he thought the prob- 
lem was “running away with him.” 
declared in the negative. Mr. Inman, 
hewever, said that he thought it was 
and called on Jett to lend his ful 
support in cooperation with the traf- 
fic department. 

MAYOR W. A. SIMS PROMISES 
FULL AID OF HIS OFFICE 

Mayor Walter A. Sims declared 
after the police committee meeting 
that he would support the crusade 
against. traffic law violaters to the 
full extent of his authority as chief 
executive of the city.

‘NEW TAX BILL 
PASSES SENATE 


Continued From First Page. 


virtually no resemblance to the bill 
as reported by the senate finance 
committee three weeks ago, but it js 
believed likely to come through the 
house conference practically “as is.” 

Republican Chairman Smoot, of 
the finance committee, opénly an- 
nounced that he would attempt to 
lower the high democratic  surtax 


rates. Smoot declared the bill was 
unscientific and short by $165,150,- 
000 of raising the revenue necessary 
for government expenses. 

The bill carries out completely the 
democratic theory of big tax reduc- 
tions on small incomes and lesser re- 
ductions on large incomes. The dem- 
ocratic-progressive coalition secured 
adoption of their normal, surtax, in- 
heritance, corporation and big gifts 
rates. On every point where the re- 
publicans resisted the democratic pro- 
|} gram they were defeated. 

Ends Long Battle. 

| The action of the senate ends the 
‘long battle that began. last Novem- 
ber, when Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon sent a letter to congress, an- 
nouncing there was a $325,000,000 
surplus in the treasury and offered a 
plan for reducing taxes. 

The Mellon plan of rate reduction 
was easily defeated in both houses. 
The house adopted the Longworth 
compromise plan, which represented 
a medium between the Mellon rates 
and a democratic proposal. The sen- 
ate went further and adopted onunt- 
right the Simmons democratic plan. 

"Increased business prosperity be- 
cause of the lower surtaxes and tight- 
ening of the administrative features 
to prevent tax evasions are expected 
to make up the deficit. 

The bill, as reported by the finance 
committee, was $50,000.000 short of 
raising the Mellon estimates of neces- 
sary revenue. The democrats killed 
the telephone tax, which added $30,- 
000,000 to the deficit, and the radio 
tax, which would have raised $10,- 

,000 more.

| CORPORATION TAX. 

Washington, May 10.—-(Special.) 
Senator George, of Georgia, opposed 
the principle of the corporation tax 
written into the tax bill, which passed 
Saturday, on the ground that it will 
deter developmment of industry, in a 


| statement issued here Saturday night. 


As a war measure, Senator George 
| declared that such a tax was all 
right, but that it should not be im- 
posed in peace time. He predicted 
that the entire corporation tax pro- 
vision in the bill would be Killed by 
the conference on the measure. 

Senator George, in his statement, 
expresses disapproval of both the 
Jones corporation tax amendment 
which was written into the bill, pro- 
viding a flat nine per cent tax, with 
a graduated scale from 1 1-4 to 40 
per cent on so-called surtax incomes 
and that which had been offered by 
the finance committee, a flat tax of 
14 per cent. The present law is 
12 1-2 percent, with $1 per $1,000 on 
capital stock.

Seeks White House Boost. 

Later Senator Norbeck informed 
the senate he had decided to withhold 
his proposed motion to force a vote 
on the McNary-Haugen bill as a rider 
to the revenue bill. 

The senator said the relief bill prob- 
ably would pass the house and the 
senate and certainly would become a 
law if it got a little boost from the 
white house. His decision to with-

Former Chief of Police James L.| 
Beavers, through his attorney, George 
Spence, Saturday filed an application 
for a writ of certiorari in Fulton 
superior court which embraced 
more than sixty typewritten sheets

The petition sets out 21 separate 
assignments of error and contends 
that the judgment of the comnnittee 
was in error because it was contrary 
to the evidence presented and because 
Beavers was not allowed to vindicate 
himself before the committee. The jie- 
tition asks that the committee be re- 
quired -to certify the records of th* 
case to e next term of superior 
court for review and judgment. 

It is alleged in the petition that 
the committee was in error in finding 
Beavers guilty in violating the rule 
of the police department which re- 


quires that he visit officers and men 
on the beat at unusual hours, in 


view of the fact that the rule ha 
bee nsuperceded by adoptien of othe 
which make the original regulatio 
ineffective. 

The petition further asserts tha 
the committee was in error im di 
charging the petitioner as poli 
chief until after he had been ‘lawe 
fully convicted upon lawful charges, 
and because said charges were not 
sustained by the proof and because 
the petitioner had not been convicted 
en any lawful charge.”

The question is easier to answer as

second choice. It is almost certain 
that the second choice of most of the 
Smith delegates will be Senator Os- 
car Underwood, of Alabama.

It follows that if and when it is 
clear that McAdoo cannot win, at 
that point there is the greatest danger 
to the McAdoo wing of the party. 
Unless the MicAdoo delegates and the 
other progressive and “dry” delegates 
can be swung in a group to whom- 
ever is to be the second choice of the 
McAdoo wing of the party, they will 
be in serious danger of being “run 
over” by their better-disciplined op- 
ponents. 

Who Is Second Choice? 

It is hard to say, in the first place, 
whether McAdoo and Mc Adoo’s 
friends will be able to deliver his 
strength to a second choéce. And if 
they should be able to deliver it, it 
is difficult to say who their second 
x. It is difficuit to say 
who the second choice of McAdoo 


| personally is. 


Some of the McAdoo delegates hold 
strongly to Senator Carter Glass, of 
Virginia, as their second choice 
Some of them hold to Ralston, of In- 
diana, as their second choice, and 
some of them are for the democratic 
senate leader, Robinson, of Arkansas.

It would be most aif- 
ficult to guess in advance whom the 
Smith forces would turn to when and 
if they fevl that beth Smith and Un- 
derwood are unable to win. They 
might turn to a man little known 
compared to some others, like (Gov- 
ernor Ritchie of Maryland. It is 


even more difficult to say who would |

There are some men figuring in 
the race like Jobn W. Davis and 
Senator Ralston, of Indiana, who 
conceivably might be pw forward in 
the latter stages of the convention as 
the choice of either the Smith forces 
or the McAdoo forces.

The objections made to Governor 
Smith are three: The first is that he 
is associated with Tammany. Out 
of this there arises among democrats 
all over the country the apprehen- 
sion that if Smith should be elected 
president, he would bring to Wash- 
ington and would put in the appoint: 
ive offices a lot of noliticians of: the 
Tammany kind. This assumption 
weighs much with democratic leaders 
distant from New York, for they 
fee] that one of the great needs of 
Washington just now is to fiil the 
offices with the highest type of men 
With the recent cases of Fall, Dauch- 
erty and Forbes in mind, they think 
the democrats should give the coun- 
‘ry a demonstration of the ability 
of the party: to fill all the offices 
with men of the type of Hughes, 
Hoover and Mellon. 

The second factor that weighs 
against Smith is the assumption that 
he is “wet.” The bulk of the rank 
and file of the democratic party out- 
side the eastern states is “dry.” Al- 
most any delegate from the south who

Apart from their per- 
sonal feeling, they might be moved to 
oppose Smith because of the fear that 
as a Catholic he might lose some 
states in the election in November that 
would otherwise go democratic. 

Perhaps the most-interesting of the 
questions now being discussed by dem- 
ocratic leaders is this: If Smith 
should be nominated, what would the 
south do, and the southwest? In these 
discussions it is frequently put for- 
ward as a condition which must be 
taken into account that if the dem- 
ocrats should nominate a “wet” and a 
Cetholic some of the southern and 
southwestern states which are normal- 
ly overwhelmingly democratic would 
rebel. The allegation is that these 
states would either go republican or 
else would organize a local third party. 

Smith Forces Compact. 

It the answer to this question could 
be surely known, it would have much 
weight on the outcome of the New 
York convention. The democratic 
leaders behind Smith are able and de- 
termined men. If they could know 
positively that in the election in No- 
vember the southern avd southwestern 
democratic states would go on as usual 
and support the candidate, even 
though it were Smith—in that event 
the Smith leadem might decide to take 
a chance and determine to hold the 
convention in session for two weeks, 
or any other length of time nécessary 
to nominate Smith. This could hap- 
pen. The Smith forces are going to 
be the most compact group in the con- 
vention. ‘They are tge sort of dele- 
gates who will hold out tirelessly. ‘Chey 
submit to discipline cheerfully. ‘They 
follow their leaders faithfully. Most 
of them come from states close to 
New York and will be less concerned 
than the others by the delay and ex- 
pense of a prolonged convention. The 
Smith forces are pretty surely going 
to be large enough and compact 
enough to veto the nomination of any 
one against whom they have implac- 
able hostility. It would be easy to 
paces from that ability to the ability to 
deadlock the convention and prolong it 
and wear it out on a slogan of “Smith 
or nobody.” 

Complete Dark Horse? 
_ One of the possibilities of the com- 
ing New York convention is the nomi- 
nation of a complete “dark horse,” an 
unknown. It is possible for the con- 
vention to give forth as sensational a 
surprise as the classic case of Bryan’s 
first nomination.

FLEE WITH $35,000 


Chicago, May 10,—Seven bandits 
dashed up to the village postoffice 
at Indiana Harbor, Ind., in an aute- 
mobile today, held up five postoffice 
employees, snatched four registered 
pouches ef mail from among severai 
secks just being delivered to tue 
postoffice, and escaped with cash es- 
timated at $55,000 without firing a 
shot. 

The bandits sped toward Chicago 
with their loot. Scores of Indiana 
and Illinois detectives, deputy sher- 
iifs and policemen were soon on their 
trail, but tonight the bandits appar- 
ently had eluded pursuit.

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With an extra detachment of traffic 
officers to regulate the passage of 
cars.

have. Hich echools do not receznize in 
their courses the need of training for 
perentboord. Rarely aloes u college vive 
eredit for any study that applies directly 
te fatherhood or motherhood. A atudent 
may study the di'cestive apparatus of a 
crawfish or how long it may take a 
capitated angleworm to grow another head 
bat hew a child behaves and whiy he be- 
haves as he does and how the bebavier may 
affect his after life, these are questions 
still left to friends or grandmother-lore to 
anewer only when the crucial moment &r- 
rives, 

In order to see the consequences of fail- 
ure to srepare for parenthood, one has only 
to visit a ccurt dealing with the problems 
of parental delinquency. There, in unmis 
takable language, is written the sequel to 
the story of irrespovsible marriage, © 
homes marred by discord or broken 
desertion and divorce. From such homes 
eome the dependent and delinquent children 
fdeatined to fill our institutions, and to cost 
us a vast toll through crime, incompetence 
end disensr. ; 

But turning from the darker side of this 
picture, let us consider the want of train- 
ing fer parenthood in a very large number 
ef homes where the worst does not happen, 
but where we find tragedies just as real 
even if less conspicuous. Here the

Total receipts of the state from 
taxes, licenses, fees and other sources 
during 1923 amounted to $13,222,- 
122.16, while disbursements totaled 
$12,528,5838.75, receipts being $6U3,- 
283.75 greater than disbursements, ac- 
cording to a preliminary report given 
out Saturday by W..B. Harrison, 
chief clerk in the office of etate com- 
ptroller general. 

The total amount of the receipts 
for 1923 exceeded that of 1922 by 
$332.320.94. while disbursements for 
the past year were $455,696.41 less 
than disbursements for 1922, the re- 
port showed. 

The figures for the past year are 
exclusive of the balance on hand in 
the state treasury at the beginning 
of 1923. Thig balance amounted to 
$1,633,152.75, which added to the 
sum of $693,283.75, representing the 
difference between receipts and dis- 
bursements, makes a balance of $2,- 
$26,416.50, it was stated. 

The receipts included the rental,

It, is in view of these considerations 
that I take 1* for granted the public 
generally is interested in the coming 
of tne Southern Baptist convention to 
our capital city for its annual meet- 
ing, and that most people will be glad 
to know some general facts whieh 
are characteristic of this religious 
group of people. 

Nature of Organization. 

Georgians will be interested to 
know that the Southern Baptist con- 
vention was organized in 1848 in Au- 
gusta, Ga. It was born out of the old 
bitter and divisive controversy  con- 
cerning slavery, between the northern 
southern people. This same di- 
vision took place in all of the Protes- 
tant denominations of America, with 
the exception of our Episcopal breth- 
ren. This division is one of the bit- 
ter fruits of that terrible fratraci- 
dal strife, It was quite characteristic 
of the Baptist people, that the divi- 
sion took lace when the general con- 
vention refused to send slave-owners 
“8 missionaries. The reason I. eall 
this characteristic is, that all Baptist 
church bodies of whatever name are 


purely cooperative societies for the 


purpose of carrying on missionary and | 


henevolent enterprises. 

The convention which meets here 
this week declares in its constitution 
that it is organized “for the purpose 
of carrying into effect the benevolent 
intention of our constituents, by or- 
ganizing a plan for eliciting, .combin- 
ing and directing the energies of the 
denomination for the propagation of 


the gospel.” In another article it de- 
clares, “It shall be the design of the 
convention to promote foreign and 
domestic missions, and «ther impor- 
tant objects connected with the Re- 
deemer’s kingdom.” The interesting 
thing is that this large group of peo- 
ple is held together in a cooperative 
purpose of missions. There is _ no- 
where in its constitution or by-laws 
a line of agreement upon doctrinal ve- 
liefs. It is composed entirely of dele- 
gates from independent churches and 


, their

tion itself. 
The Baptist Ideal. 

Since the convention has no juris- 
diction over the churches, either in 
doctrine or discipline, legally no doc- 
trinal or disciplinary question can 
come before this body for decision, 
All of these matters are left proper- 
ly to the independent sovereignty of 
the local church. Of course, this leavee 
a wide range of freedom, which nec- 
essarily results in a variety of faith 
and practice. When one asks, what 
do Baptist believe, it provokes an- 
other question, what Baptists do you 
mean ? 

Of course, I am writing about the 
ideal of Baptists. No religious group 
lives up to its highest ideal, and se 
Baptists fail also. However, it is 
well to know the ideal. Here the -ideal 
is that each man shall be left free 
t» think, choose and believe for him- 
self. ©Of course, this should carry 
with it a spirit of the broadest and 
sweetest tolerance, each man cheer- 
fully granting to every other man this 
seme freedom, within the realm of the 
spirit. 1 am very far from claiming 
that this sweetness and tolerance of 
spirit is any more characteristic of 
Zaptists than of other religious 
groups. However, I am glad to have 
this opportunity to make this point. 
When Baptists are not tolerant they 
are disloyal to their noblest ideal and 
most sacred tradition. 

Every religious group ought te 
make some characteristic contribu- 
tion to tif spiritual wealth of the 
world. Baptists have, . perhaps, put 
greatest emphasis upon the 
of the individual, In this 
critical day for democracy all over 
the world, it is well to say over and 
over again that a consciousness of 
rights, without a consciousness of cor- 
responding responsibilities, is a men- 
ace to freedom, Perhaps the world is 
coming nearer than ever before to 
granting the right of the individual

The women who have suf- 
fered shame and hurt and want and 
wrong for so many years. The wom- 
en who have loved some poor victim 
of the dragon. And the women who 
have Marys and Tommies to guard 
from danger.’ ”’ ° 

The Wa C. T. U. calls upon all the 
mothers of little Marys and Tommies, 
upon every mother to stand with or- 
yanized mother-love against the drag- 
on Drink: to stand with organized 
mother-love for the preservation of 
the eighteenth amendment to the con- 
stitution of the United States for law 
observance and law enforcement as 
a guard for the children’s future. For 
total abstinence must still be taught 
in the home, church and school, that 
prohibition may endure, that prohibi- 
tion may be enforced, that the drink 
evil may be completely annihilated.” 


Mothers Must Stand Together. 


Mothers must stand together for 
fotal abstinence teaching, pledge-sign- 
ing against all alcoholic drinks, fidel- 
ity to the law in personal habit, law 
observance in the community, un- 
awerving.loyalty to the constitution. 

Even as:in past years the liquor 
forces defied and violated community 
and state laws, so they continue to 
defy law, even the constitution of the 
United States. Who are these en- 
emies of the home, and of society, and 
of the constitution? Those who are 
making large sums of money by the 
present sale of liquor, and those who 
hope to make money through the re- 
turn of the liquor business, or if even 
wines and beer should be permitted; 
those who crave liquor as a beverage; 
those who belong to the selfish “per- 
sonal liberty” group, and who care lit- 
tle for the welfare of others and see 
no sacredness in law; those who for 
political reasons are standing for a 
wenkening of the enforcement code. 

To these groups must be added 
those who are indifferent, those who 
witness or know of law violation with- 
out comment, those who fail to vote 
for conscientious officials. 

But the conflict is not ended. Deep 
in the hearts of conscientious men, 
deep in the hearts of mothers we find 
the solemn decree, the Jaw shall be 
observed, the legalized liquor traffic in 
any form, under any guise, shall never 
return !

Vision of Shelter. 


“The vision of the shelter must he- 
come a reality. Where was an artist 
whose soul could grasp the ideals we 
would here commemorate?

“After long search a worthy artist 
was found in Antonio Cescutti. From 
sunny Italy, he brought-artistic ideas 
which he could express in this build- 
ing.

WHY I WROTE “THE HAPPY 
ISLES.” 

By Basil King. 

I wrote “The Happy Isles” because 

[ couldn't help it. It was my inten- 

tion to write something altogether dif- 


ferent. At the time when, some two 
vears ago. the editor of ‘Harper's ask- 
ex] me to contribute a serial to that 
magazine IT sketched a possible novel 
with Which he seemed content. Its 
scene was to be laid in the United 
States and partly in England as Eng- 
land is since the war. ‘To be sure of 
my ground in this latter respect I 
spent the summer of 1922 in that 
country, for the most part motoring 
through the midlands and the south. 
I did this in order to come in con- 
tact as far as possible with both gen- 
tle and simple in their homes as 
hemes are after the four terrible years 
of decimation. All my _ backgrounds 
were Written up with such accuracy 
as I could bring to bear on the under- 
taking. 

Returning to Boston, JT began to 
write, but found that the story would 
net put itself on paper. For some 
two or three months I worked labori- 
and all to no purpose. On get- 
ting up one morning I decided to drop 
the whole thing. The decision Was a 
relief. Having spent a day of freedom 
from care, such as I had not known 
since beginning that piece of work, I 
found the subject of “The Happy 
Isles” handed to me out of the un- 
known before nightfall. It came in 
full. There was nothing for it but 
to sit down and write, and write 
easily.

Miriam, the leader of the Hebrew 
women; Priscilla, the co-worker of 
Paul; the noble Dorcas, also known as 
Tabitha; Judith, the patriot of Bethu- 
lia, and Abigail, the heroic wife of 
David. 

There was nothing at all surprising 
in this list of 10 women who were

‘“‘When | read the story of her career 
1 am profoundly impressed with the 
keenness of her intellect, the strength 
of her will and the boundlessness of her 
ambitions. What a woman she would 
have been, what great good she could 
have accomplished for her husband and 
his subjects if she had had the character 
to turn her abilities in the right direc- 
tion!”

But about 
this time in May, you will begin to 
see them among the wild cherry 
and lilac bushes, late arrivals from 
the islands of the Caribbean, the 
Gulf of Mexico and the heart of 
South America where they winter. 

The wood warblers and all their 
various family connections are in 
general tiny birds which are seldom 
seen on the ground, choosing rather 
to swing in treetops or hide them- 
selves in the depths of shrubbery. 
Thev are called soft-billed birds, as 
they possess very Slender, delicate 
beaks adapted to picnicking on silky 
cocoons or fresh beetles rather than 
pecking about in the soil for their 
dinners. The warbler’s frail bil 
would be easily smashed if used in 
the way the sparrow, for instance, 
uses his. 


Many of the warblers have yel- 
low and black combinations of col- 
Oring, but there are distinct mem- 
bers with plumage of fanciful va- 
riety and manifold hues, The high 
rauge of their song is remarkable, 
being above the highest tones of 
the keys on a piano, Perhaps it is 
because they are small and are 
therefore at the mercy of larger 
birds that might attack them that 
they travel the thousands of miles 
between their winter and summer 
homes during the night instead of 
in daylight.. Often they perish on 
the way,-flying into electric light 
wires or beating their wings against 
lighthouses. 

Warblers seem to know little fear 
of humans, for the bird student 
may even approach a nest and 
Stroke the mother bird’s back dur- 
ing brooding time. 


Five thousand miles is no unus- 
ual trip for the Blackburnian warb- 
ler to take from his tropical home 
in Peru, where he winters, to points 
lar north as Hudson's Bay for sum- 
mer weSting. His nest is some- 
times built eighty feet above the 
ground in the branches of a tall 
Spruce or hemlock. There he flut- 
ters from one limb to another, a 
nervous, restless little fellow with 
a high, wiry, penetrating song, that 
grows even more shrill at the end. 

The hooded warbler is one of the 
most attractive members of the 
family, a gentle, leisurely bird. He 
flies trom Panama, his wintering 
Spot, to haunts as far north as 
Michigan, making only about thir- 
ty-three miles a day, a distance 
which he can fly in less than an 
hour
